LIFE INSURANCE. 



AN ACT to .mieiul the Charter of the Nautilus 
Insurance Company, iu the City of New Y ork. 
Passed April 5th, It49. 



Ssr. 1. Tke People of tke State of Jfete York, repr* 

tented in Senate and Attembltf.dn enart at follontt . .he 

Nautilus Insurance Company shall hereafter be known as 
the New Y'ork Like Infcranie ro.sPANv. 

Ksc-. 8. The business of the said Company shall be con- 
fined to insurance on lives, and it may nuke all and ev- 
ery insurance appertaining to life, and receive and exe 
cute trusts, make endownieuls, and grant and purchase 
annuities. 

Sei . 3. At the election for Trustees, each insured mem 
her for any sum paid iu or secured as a premium of iusu- 
rance to said Company during the year preceding such 
election, shall have one vote, either in person, or by 
proxy, duly signed by tiie person effeciing such insurance; 
and every person holding a certificate or certificates ot 
the Company, (not discharged by payment of los.ses,) to 
the amount of one hundred dollars, sliall also be entitled 
to one vote, and for every additional hundred dollars, 
one vote, in the same manner. 

Sec. 4. When the actual capital of such Company lia- 
ble for the payment of losses shall amount to the sum of 
two bundled thousand dollars, the notes given for pre- 
miums in advance, may be given up to be cancelled. 

Sec. 5. Tlie officers of this Company, within one 
month subsequent to the first day of Januaiy, in each 
year, sliall cause an estimate to be made of the profits, 
tud true state of the affairs of tlie said Company, as near 
as may be, for the precedii^year; and all such dlvlrtends 
as may be declarettby the 'frustees. shall be placed to the 
credit of the persons entUlcd thereto on Uie book* 41I 
the Company, and each person so entitled may receive 
a certificate tlierefor. No certificate, however, shall be 
issued 'for any sum less than ten dollars. Such dividend 
certificates to contain a proviso that the amount naiiied 
Miereiii is liable for any loss by said Company. The 
Tiusiees may, at their discretion, declare or fiay interest 
on such certificates at a rate not exceeding six |ier cent, 
per annum; hut no dividend shall ever be declared and 
payable, impairing the capital or accumulation of said 
Company. 

Sec. f). The •tatement required to be made by the act 
amending tlie charier of said Company, passed .April 18, 
1843, shall hereafter he made within thirty days after the 
first day of January in each year. 

Sec. 7. The change of name of the corporation shall 
not prejudice the rights of any person, dealer or assured, 
hut suits may be sustained by or against the Company in 
its present corporate name on any former policy or lia- 
bility; and any act or contract of the Company undei 
the charter hereby aniendtd, not incuusistent with the 
provisions hereof, shall be adjudged valid between all 
parlies, and all provisions of the charier hereby amend 
ed incomistent with this act are hereby reiiealed.

Mr. MERIWETHER. Mr. President: The 

committee to whom was refern-d the res4ilutioiis 
in respect to the purchase of certain new spapers, 
are prejiare»I to rcjMUl, and as this is the day for 
the printing of one of the pap«Ts, if it In* the 
pleasure of the Conventi»»n I a lU now make it. 
The committee report a snhstitate for the two 
resolutions, as folloa's; 

KemJerd. That the Public Printers, appointed 
to do tlie jirinting of tliis Convention, be direct- 
e«i to supplv «-a*-h nieinlier. for distribution, with | 
as many copies of either the weekly or daily i 
papers published in Frankfort, as he may direct; 
FmAdfd, That tlie amount furnished to each 
member shall not exceed the cost of twenty 
copies of a ‘iaily, or sixty copies of a wi*ekly 
paper. I 

It is possible some explanation as to the esMt 
may be nei'caiaarv. U|miu a conference with the | 
liJitors, we m ere infonned that the daily jiapi-r ! 
can be funiishe<l for $1 '50 during the se»sioii, j 
and the weekly papi-rTor fifty cents. That reso- ! 
Ijtiun will permit each menilier to send sixty I 
weekly, or twenty daily papers, or as many of | 
ea.'h as lie may prefer, and he will select his | 
own pan<*r, at a cost cl thirty dollars. i 

Mr. HARDIN. 1 will enquire of the honor- 1 
able gentleman what he supposes will be the i 
cost . I 

Mr. MERIWETHER. If iiec-ssarj , I would | 

.remark, that the cost fur each meiiilM-r will be j 
thirty dollars. Each memU*r will Is* requested j 
to hand to the Ivlitors, the iiaiiu‘S of those pT- i 
sons to whom he would have the pap*r sent, and j 
thepajs-rs will Is- envelopsl and sent at a cost j 
of fifty I'eiils for the w«*ekly, and one dollar and j

Mr. HARDIN. That, tlicn, will In* $11,000 for I 
newspajs-rs, and iK-rha|>s the inemWrs w ill m»t | 
s»-nd off one in twenty. 1 do not think we shotiM 
give that amount of money, and 1 a'oiild move 
that the amount be liiuite<l to a sum not exceed- | 
iin; ten <lollars fur each iueiul>-r. I 

Nir. MERIWETHER. 1 would say to my! 
friend fnmi Nelson, that in order to make I't ! 
equal to all. the proportiuu of the a'eekly or | 
dailv |ta|iers shouhl 1 m* spe.-ifi.-d. Twenty one i 
wcetlv pap-rs will Im* equal to seven dailr. I ' 
would remark, that 1 am not <lirectly iuterest«si I 
ill this n-s«dutioii, for 1 live in a county where j 
there ar<- six or eight pajM^rs published, .so that i 
iiiv constituents are provide-1 for. It was for the ' 
ndvaiitag*- of tlios.* firing in reunite pirtions of 
the S:at<- who are not so fortunately situaled as 
i hap|s-n to lx*, that I advocated this r**solution. ;

Mr, BULLITT. On this nubjoc'l 3 agrue with ' 
my colleague, (Mr. Meriwether.) W'o, in our 
neighborhood, have an abun<laiice-«f iiewspa- 
p*rs, but many are very differently ‘circum- 
stanced — many of tlie other counties have no 
pap*r at all. It is generally conceded, I ima- 



gine, that the Coiistitntioii we may frame, will 
W laid b»*fore the people for approval or rejec- 
tion, and it liecoincs therefore a matter of great 



impirtan«*e that they should lie well infonned of 
the daily progress whieh we make; and certain- 
ly this is the only mo*le by which this iiifoniia- 
tlon can lie extended to many counties in the 
State. In this government an intelligent public 
opinion, is the foundation on which it rests, ami 
therefore the exp'iise of a few dollars is scarcely 
a iirthy of consideration. A matter of $3,(MMt fs 
not for a moment to be taken into consideration 
when we view the great imjxirtanoe of the peo- 
ple being enlightened on th is subject, liefore they 
a«-t in reference to it. Where then is the man 
who will eonsiiicr the paltry sum of $d,000 to 
the State of Kentucky compartsl with the ob- 
ject ill view? As I Ix'fore remarked, the con- 
stituents 1 repre.seiit have but little or no inter- 
est in this resolution. We have five or six <laily 
jiapers at our dtstrs, hut 1 consider it my <luty 
to sustain this motion, for the benefit of the 
State at large. 

Mr. GREY. I waji very sorrv to hear my 
frieml from Nelson offer tlie objections he has 
ma*le to this resedutiun, and it seems to me that 
the only objc*ctiou, which the gentleman seems 



to interpise, of any importance whatever, has 
no foundation in fact. He says, if you pass this 
ri*solutioii, and send out the papers to the differ- 
ent counties ill tin* State, you uo not afford the 
i9tixt*iis an opiKirtuiiity of rei*eiving the infor- 
mation until long after tliey have acquired it 
from other sources. That is the only avowed 
objection of the gentleman to the passage of the 
r«*soIutioii, and I ask you if it is true? How are 
they to gt*t information, unless telegraphic wires 
be extemhsl tocai'h citizen of the Commonwealth. 
He certainly t-annut get it sooner than through 
the daily pap*r piiblishcl lu re, transmitted by 
mail to each individual. That is the most ex- 
p-‘litious manner of disseminating information 
that I can omeeive of. The irentleman se<*ms 
anxious that this information shall b<* extended 
throughout tin* community, but he thinks that 
his constituents will read tliroiigh the ilaily pa- 
n«Ts, all the information. His constituents may 
lx- more favorably situateil than the e»instituency 
of others, but I ask yon if the gr«-at body of the 
constitnen<-y of this ass«*mbly will not fail to re- 
e<*ive this information, unless some plan of this 
sort b<- adopte<l. I wouM send them to <liffereiit 
neighborhoods, and to p-rsons not in the habit 
of taking pajK-rs. so as to disseminate informa- 
tion of what IS ‘loing here among the p*ople as 
mu<-h as pissible. I think a less number than 
that propist-iI Would lie perfectly useU*ss. What i 
good would it do? Eai'h memlH*r here repre- 
s*-iiting from 1,(MK) to 1,500 voters — to cin-ulate | 
less than sixty daily pap*rs among that mim- 
ls*r — what g«xid will it do? It seems to me a j 
less numlH*rwill lx* of no value; ainl I think if 
the gi*ntb-mnn wants tii go in for retrem-hment 
and saving of ex]H*nse, he ought tii commence at 
some otlier piint. I lielievcthe diss<*mination 
of infonuation among the jH*ople is a matter of 
whieh th<-y would never complain. What is the 
sum of ill comparison with the intclli- 

g«*iico the jieople will receive from thecirculation 
of these papers throniriiout the State. I hojie 
the ani'iidment will lx* voted down, and the res- I 
olutioii. as proposed, V* adopte<l. I 

Mr. M.\CHEN. Comiug from a county <lis- I 
taut, from the Seat of Goi'cmmeut as well as from } 
Louisville, where iiifortuatioii is disscniimite<l 
dire»-tly amongst the p-ople, 1 perhaps f.*«*l more 
interest tlian mv friend from Nelson in the pas- i 
sage of the rf-soiution. I know that he is mista- j 
ken, so far as my constituents are concerned, in I 
regard to the facility with whieR tkey will rc- j 
ceive information of what we are here >Ioing. — ! 
I feel that it is a duty which will be acceptable | 
to them that I shall remler herein votiag for the j 
adoption of the larg<*st iiumlM*r, even though it I 
excissl that which the committee hare pTeseiit<*d j 
for our consideration. There are not more than j 
5 or 6 copies of the Commonwealth that go to 
my town, and fs'rhaps not a single copy of the 
^ eoniaii. How then an* my tsinstituen'ts to re- 
ceive weekly intelligence of what we are here 
transacting in any other way than that propised? | 
I am for economy and retreiichnieiit ofthe public I 
fumls as much as pissiblc, but 1 do not con.sider 
it any economy to withhohl from our constitu- 
ents information of what we are doing here, 
iiiteii‘le<l for their gtxxl. I liopc the reso Intion 
will lie adoptcil with the largest numlx-r. 

Mr. NESBITT. I have but two or three words 
to say. I rcpres«*iit about 2()00 constituents, and 
if the question were put to them, whether th.-y 
woiiM vote that 60 men of my county shouhl 
have sixty j)ap*rs sent to theni, paid for out of 
the Treasury of the Commonwealth of Kentiickv, 

I am satisfied that not ten vote.s would lx- giv«*n 
for it. Suppise we take them, it wouM lx- m*- 
ce>!,ary to s«*nd the whole st-ries to the same per- 
sons or tiiev Would lx* diseoiiiiected, aii-1 heiu-e, 
but alxxit 60 m«*n of the county would receive a 
pap*r for nothing during the whole session, ami 
tlie balanc<* of the 4000 that I rejireseiit will lx*ar 
the exiH-nse. I ilo not Ix-lieve it would meet 
with tli'-ir approbation. 1 have no objection, 
none in the world, that the p-ojile shmihl have 
information, and I lx*lieve that when thev want 
it they are able to pay for it and will <lo so — 
There an* some .‘100 papers taken in my county, 
and I have no ilonht in the world that every sin- 
gl«* man there wh<» desires to know what we are 
•loing, from the newspa|x*rs published in this 
town, will send his money here ami pav for them. 

1 do not think they want to have a gratuity and 
shall vote agaiiKf the whole affair. 

Mr. TALBOTT. 1 presume the question 
wmihl have but one si<le if put in sii«-li a form 
that we shoiiM bt*calle«l upiii to sav whether we 
are willing that the p-opb* shouhl or should not 
have information. Then there would lie only 
one question and one vote upon it; but the only 
question lu-re is, is this the lx*st form of attain- 
ing that end? 1 resp*< t all that comes from my 
friend from Nelson (Mr. Hardin) from his great 
tali-nt and exp*rieiiee, ami shall therefore vote 
for the smallest number. In voting for the dif- 
fusion of inforiiiatioii I shouhl prefer the propi- 
sitioii of the gentleman from Woodford (Mr. 
Waller.) I would rariier have tlie <lelilx*rations 
of this IkkI v ill a more compact and tangible 
form. I would rather iiicrea.se the publieatioii 
ofthe Dt-hates and Journals, ami when this con- 
Yeiitiuti adjourns and the people are to di*i-ide, 
let them have tlie Journals and Debates to read. 

It 8«*ems to me that very manv of the daily and 
the w**ekly pap*rs (listriluiteil in the way propo- 
s«*d would never reach the p*ople. I am willing 
at all tini‘*s ami umler all circumstances to vote 
for the largest possible amount, but it seems to 
me that this is not the lx*st way to disseminate 
the iiiformatioii. I sliall therefore vote for the 
propisitioii of my friend from Nelson. 

Mr. HARDIN. On the question about to be 
taken,! call for the veas and nays. 

Mr. MEKIWETRER. It may be d»*sirable 
that each nicinlier shall know what the cost will 
b<*. and upm an accurate eah-ulation I think the 
amount may lie stat<*d at 4^4 cents of tax upon 
ea«-h legal voter of this Commonwealth. 

Mr. BROWN. Before I vote on the amend- 
nn-nt I <lesjre to say a word or two, and it is with 
some relu(-taii«*e that I sav anything. I do not 
exp*ct to participate much in the debates or <lis- 
cussious of this convention, but I desire to rep- 
r«*s«-nt my action by my votes to my constituents. 

I shall vote for the amemlnieiit of the gentleman 
from Nelson, and then again.st the adoption of 
the entire resolution. This resolution will not 
a<-coniplish the purpose which it professi*s to 
have ill view — the dissemination of intelligence 
among the p-ople. In my county there arc 
aume 4500 voters, an<I if you give to each meni- 
bv*r 10 or 40 copies, to whom are they to lx* sent? 
EU<-h delegab* will select perliap.s that number 
among the people of his county; these papers 
will be sent to them, and their reading will be 
confined pretty much to them; and it wouM not 
be s«*nding iiitclligeuee therefore to the people 
generallv, 8<i that the resolution would not ac- 
vomplisfi the object designed. If it were to dis- 
aeuiinate iuU-lligeuu*.* to tlie people generally, I 
should be in favor of it; but if delegates d^ire 
to ixmd papers to their constituents or favorites, 
let tUeiM subscribe for them. I am opposc*d to 
their dtiipg it at the expense of the State.

1 think it is niiieh more impor- j 
taut that the pcojile shoiiM be informed of what 
we have <lone after we have finished our lalxirs 
than of what we have saiil while we were per- 
fiirmiiig it. Mv object will be to liave a copy 
of the amen<led Constitutioii printed for each 
voter in the State. Let provision lie nia<le bv j 
the Convention to disseminate these copi**s of 
tlie amemled Constitution, s<i that each voter be- 
fore he comes to the poll to vote, sh.all have hail 
a copy, and this will give him all the necessary 
information as to what we have done. By these 
means lie will know what we have dune and not 
wliat we have said in doing it. 

Mr. ROGERS. Upm this resolutinn to fur- 
nish $.'l,(K)fl worth of pap*rs, I shall vote with 
the resjx'cted g(*ntlemaii from Nel.son. The num- 
ber is so small, and inadequate for the purpose of 
giving infonuation to the eitiziiM of tliis Com- 
monwealth, that I shall not vote for the appro- 
|)riatiou for any at all. I represent a very large 
county, of Bear 3,000 \-oters; of. them I do nut' 
know one half, and were you to furnish me gra- j 
tuitouslyat the exp*n«e o'f the Sritte with pap-rs 
for all of them, I should have to send home and | 
get tie pill book in order to know to whom to ; 
send them. As remarked by mv friend from | 
Nelson our revenue has increased verv rapidly, i 
and I promised my people during the e.aiivas*s, ; 
that iiiy Voice should be raised and mv ae- i 
tioii dir**cted at all times to endeavor to frame | 
a Constitution to render our Goveriimont of a i 
form that will be cheaply administered, and we | 
not lx* tniiiipied upm by taxation. The only 1 
way to do lliat is, to cut all off. If we begin to i 
sav this is a small item of oiilj* $.‘l,0fH) to-day, it i 
will lx* $.‘1,000 to-morrow, and ix-rhaps $6,000 I 
the next day, until there is no einl to the matter, i 
Look at us now, and it will be si*eii that, in ' 
some ten or twelve years our revenue has in- j 
creased to some .$500,1)00, and it is still increasing. 

I shall vote for the amendment first, and then 1 j 
shall vote against the whole propisitioii. If we j 
want to send papers to the p*ople, we can pay I 
for them ourst*lves. We receive jiay here, and ! 
after jiaying our board, we eaiinut do better than 
to send tlicbalaiice to our<*oiistitucnt.s. 

Mr. MAYES. I will say one word. It seems I 
to me that we are in a great measure forgetting I 
one of the impirtant reasons operating upon j 
the people bv which they were induced to call 
this Convention.

A COXTIXTKII SEAT. 

Mr. II.-VRDIN. I have received a communi' 
cation from the county of Casey, signed bv sev- 
eral gentlemen, and though I do not desire to 
have any thing to do with the subject, I suppose 
somebody must have. They have requested me 
to present the eommunicatioii to the Convention, 
and to have an enquiry made into the election 
of the delegate from the eountv of Casi*v. I have 
heard the suggestions of my eolleague and mv 
friend from Madison, and I agree with Ixith of them 
tliat if their stat<‘inents are true, and I have no 
doubt of it, tlie gentleman present from that coun- 
ty is eiititleil to his seat. Yet it is due to those 
who sent this communication to me, that a com- 
mittee should make an empiiry into the matter. 

1 he joiirnals read tliat the Convention received 
the last certificate of the sheriff, and I agree 
with the gentleman from Madison, (Mr. Turner,) 
that the officer had no right to make it; and 1 
agree also \cith that gentlemen that no inaiiafter 
he had voted on the fir>t or second dav of the 
election, had a right to come back on the third 
day and fill out his vote. A voter has a right 
to abandon the ri^ht of suffrage altogether, or 
to vote for a portion of the offices, but he has 
no right to come back and fill up a deficient 
Vote. That was the decision in the case of the 
contested election of Williams and Mason. If 
it would bt* satisfactory to the gentlemen, I will 
move to refer the siilijeet to a select committee. 

I have no doubt my friend from Casey, (Mr. 
Coffey,) is entitled to his seat, but hfs right 
should lx* clear and undoubted. We cannot act 
on a slieritf’s c€*rificate given two months af- 
terwards. 

The eomniunieation was then read. 

Mr. HARGIS. This is a matter about whieh 
I kiiuu' but little, but I imagine that the Con- 
vention diK*s not fully understand all the circum- 
stances ill relation to theel**otion in Ca.sev coun- 
ty. It is questionable whether there is any 
law by which a contested seat, or the right to a 
seat in this body, can fx* investigated. I cer- 
tainly have doubts on the subject, ami in the ab- 
sence of any certainty in reganl to. it, from the 
Ixsit information we have in relation to this elec- 
tion, it is to be presumed that the geiittoniun 
lias C4MU« here by the consent and will of the 
majority of the voters of the county of Casey. 
When the gentleman pn*sented his certificate, 
and claimed his seat, no one disputed his right 
to if, provideil the sheriff had done his duty, 
riierc was no objection, tlien, that I have hearll, 
to liis having received really a majority of the 
vott*s of the qualified voters of Casov, That 
sts*med to be eouoeiled, and the only objection 
made by the gentleman from Madison, w, as, that 
the sheriff, jierhaps, had not |x*rfonned his duty. 
The voters of Casey, it was fair to pn*siime, con- 
sidered the gentleman entitled to his st*at, or 
they would, I imagine, have taken .some legal 
coiirst* in reference tliereto, under the laws in re- 
lation to i*ontested seats in the Legislature. — 
Nothing of the kind has bt*en done, and the gen- 
tleman’s claim to the seat appears to have been 
fully acquiesced in by the p«*opIe of Casev. — 
When flu* vote was taken on the question 
>h<iuld the Delegate from Casev come forward 
and lx- swoni, and take his scat — there was hanl- 
ly an oVijectioii raised, and the Convention ap- 
jx ari*d to lx* almost unanimous in conceding that 
lie was legally, and fairlv, and lioiiorably enti- 
tled to a scat in this bislv. The gentleman ac- 
cordingly came tothelxxik, wasswoni, and tixik 
his seat among ns. Would it be right now, and 
in accordance with parliamentary usage, and the 
habits, cu.stoiiis, and dignity of bodies of this 
character, after doing what this Convention has 
do,,.'— after we have, as we supposed, taken into 
consideration all the circumstances we could get 
jMis.sessioii of in relation to this election — would 
it si*eii, right and re,asoiiable that we should take 
barely the suggestions of a few gentlemen from 
some place — we do not know whether from Ca- 
s«*y, or ill fact anywhere else, fur we can know 
nothing alxiut the names attached to that paper 
— and go oil and interrupt the business of the 
Conveiitiuii by the appointment of a select com- 
mittee, to enquire into the legal right of the gen- 
tleman to his seat. Such a proceeding, it ap- 
pears to me, would be rather u.seless. I ackiiowl- 
eilge my iiiexp<*rieiice in parliamentary usage, 
but it does seem to me that common sense, and 
eVerytluug else tliat ought to govern xHeh a bixlr 
as this Coiiveiitioii, requires that the gentleman 
sliould retain his seat without interruption. 

Mr. HARDIN. My honorable friend last up 
did not understand me. I presume. These are 
nut fictitious names, I presume, and the gentle- 
man from Casev can answer whether there are 
any such gentlemen. I have never heard of 
them, before I receive.! their communication 
through the post office to-day. They claim 
ail iiive>tigatioii into the subject, and if they are 
voters in Casey county, it is <lue to them* that 
they should have that investigation, aii.l the mat- 
ter not be laid on the table. We owe it to our- 
selves to judge of the qualification au.l election 
of Delegates nere. As I said before, I concur 
with the geiitleiiiaii from Madison, in uiider- 
staii.ling the law to provide that a man who voted 
on Monday or Tue.->day, and did nut fill out his 
vote for Delegate, has no right to come back on 
Wednesday and fill it out. In this i-a.st*, I un- 
derstan.I that four gentlemen who aban.loiie.l 
the right to vote oil the first .lay, came b:ick on 
the la-st dav and votod; and that made the result 
a tie. If tliat was the ease — au.l I have no.lnuht 
of the fact — the gentleman is entitled to his scat; 
but it was due to all coneerned that the matter 
should be reported upon by aeuinmittee. Anoth- 
er reason is, that I protest against the power of 
the sheriff, after he nas nia<Ie one return, some 
months after to give another. His official du- 
ties ceased in the first instance, and he ha.l no 
right to give another. I desire the committee to 
examine and report on these facts; and, for one,
